All of Adams County schools 
will be in session by midweek 
while a score of tax collectors 
across the county are gathering 
in more than $3 million dollars 
in 
local 
taxes to operate the 
schools this year while the state 
adds almost as much to the sum 
needed to meet school costs in 
the county. 
A set of tax statistics recently 
made available by the office of 
’ounty Superintendent of Schools 
M. Francis Coulson shows that 
the local tax money is raised by 
ll different real estate tax rates 
eight levels of rates for occupa 
tion levies, four head tax rates 
three rates for real estate trans 
for taxes and three for amuse­ 
ment taxes. 
The real estate rates range from 
none in McSherrystown to 60 mills 
in Franklin Twp. Next to Frank­ 
lin are the 55-mill levies imposed 
in Cumberland Twp., Mt. Joy 
(northern*, and all of the Upper 
Adams district. The lowest real 
estate tax in districts which have 
a levy on real estate is in East 
Berlin where the rate is only 40 
mills. 
I OCCUPATION RATES 
The variety of rates on occu­ 
pations ranges all the way from 
zero to 25 per cent. The highest 
rate is in Mt. Joy Twp. Littles­ 
town 
and 
McSherrystown 
resi­ 
dents do not pay any levy on 
occupations for school purposes. 
The average is probably about 12 
per cent across the county. 
The per capita lexies range 
from $5 to $15, the limit under 
the law. Union Twp. has the top 
rate of $15 and Straban is next 
with $14 
Most districts in the 
county collect a $10 per capita 
tax. 
Most school districts levy a one 
per cent property transfer tax 
but some have to share it with 
the municipality and get only a 
half per cent. In four districts 
there is no real estate transfer 
tax. 
A dozen districts levy an amuse­ 
ment tax and most of them col­ 
lect five per cent. The Cumber­ 
land Twp. school district collects 
only three per cent and 23 bor­ 
oughs and townships do not col­ 
lect any amusement tax. 
The occupation tax, one of the 
new levies for school purposes,

CHICAGO (AP) — Deaths on 
the nation’s roads and highways 
maintained a pace today which 
the National Safety Council said 
could eclipse the 1963 record for 
a Labor Day weekend. 
As the 78-hour holiday moved 
into its final phase, a safety 
council official said:

pears the final total will exceed 
last year’s.”

killer — traffic — had taken 391 
lives at the latest count. 
The big surge still lay ahead 
. the homeward rush lor thou 
sands of motorists who used 
sum m er’s 
final 
holiday 
for 
visits and for drives to recrea 
tion areas. 
The count began at 6 p.m. 
(local tim e) Friday and will end 
at midnight tonight. 
The death record for a Labor 


Day weekend was established 
last year when 557 persons died 
on the country’s roads. 
The U.S. W eather Bureau said 
most of the country would have 
clear weather. 
The safety council had esti­ 
mated before the holiday that 
traffic 
accidents would claim 
between 490 and 590 lives. 
The Associated Press made a 
survey on a 78 hour non-holiday 
weekend to establish a basis for 
comparison. From 6 p.m. F ri­ 
day, Aug. 21. to midnight Mon­ 
day. Aug. 24, 456 persons died in 
traffic accidents. Twenty others 
perished in boating mishaps and 
30 drowned for a total of 506. 
Last year, a total of 632 per­

sation and cannot m arry if ho 
leaves the priesthood. 
Celibacy for the Roman Cath­ 
olic Clergy dates from the 1123 
Cateran Council. It is a discipli­ 
nary obligation imposed on a 
priest, rather than part of any 
Catholic 
doctrine, 
and 
there­ 
fore can be changed. Catholi­ 
cism teaches that its doctrines 
cannot be reversed.

One of the greatest problems 
of the world is that of distribu­ 
tion — of ideas, food, products 
and perhaps most im portant of 
all — justice.

There is enough to do 
to keep everyone busy and use­ 
ful. With right distribution, all 
the products of the world could 
be on their errands of mercy, 
of construction, and universal 
usefulness. And just think what 
a world this would be if justice 
had a universal distribution and 
application! 
The happiest men and women 
are those who distribute most 
themselves.
